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Developer will wait four weeks for discussion

A local developer must wait 
another four weeks to find out if 
he can proceed with a plan to 
build 49 condominiums on land 
adjacent to wetlands on Ecorse 
Road between Merriman and 
Wayne roads. 

Andrew Milia, a developer 
and owner of Farmington Hills- 
based Franklin Property Corp., 
presented a plan for a subdivi¬ 
sion called Wellesley Park at the 
Monday night city council meet¬ 
ing, outlining the year-long 
process of meeting planning com¬ 
mission approvals. 

However, for the developer to 
move forward, the city council 
members must grant a special 
land use provision to the develop¬ 


er to allow him to build the con¬ 
dominiums in a “cluster forma¬ 
tion” near the wetlands on a 
vacant, 33.4-acre parcel. 

“We’ve gone through a long 
process with the planning depart¬ 
ment, and they have been very 
professional,” said Milia. “We’ve 
had about 10 meetings about this 
so far... but we’re getting to the 
point where we need to move for¬ 
ward. We’re entering a very pr& 
carious time in the housing mar¬ 


ket right now, and it’s almost to 
the point where (the homes) 
might not be built” 

Housing sales are still strong 
in Michigan, but have recently 
began to falter in some communi¬ 
ties in Southeast Michigan 
because of employment con¬ 
cerns, Milia said. 

But city council members, 
looking at the site plan for the 
first time, were reluctant to put 
their stamp of approval on the 


plan after seeing it just one time. 

“I think we need to have study 
session on this project to learn 
more about it,” said Mayor Pro- 
tem Randolph Gear. “This project 
is entirely new to us, and we are a 
new council with three new 
members. I think if we meet and 
discuss this again, we can vote on 
the project with all of our ques¬ 
tions answered all our con¬ 
science clear” 

Granting the special land use 
permit is perhaps the final time 
the council will have to vote on 
the plan, which will need final 
approval from the planning com¬ 
mission once the project is com¬ 
plete. Several council members 
insisted the developer come back 
to city hall for a more in-depth

Manufacturer 
gets 6-year 
tax break

Despite last-minute pleas from 
the owner of a fabricating compa¬ 
ny, Romulus City Council mem¬ 
bers cut a requested tax abate¬ 
ment from 12 to six years at their 
regular Monday meeting 

Woolf Aircraft a company that 
opened in Wayne in 1941 and 
moved to Romulus in 1981, 
requested a 50 percent tax break 
on $46 million in improvements to 
the Cogswell Street facility for 12 
years. After a public hearing 
Monday, the council voted to give 
the plant only six years based on a 
formula the city has used for sev¬ 
eral years. 

Dan Woolf, owner of the com¬ 
pany, said during his presentation 
that he needs the tax break for 12 
years to modernize his business 
and to make sure he keeps pace 
with the future. 

“We started construction on 
our facility in 1979, and we opened 
in 1981,” he said. “We used to 
expand our facility every five 
years, but now we haven’t done 
that for 18 years. We have a good 
relationship with the city, and I’ve 
already decided that I want to stay 
here. This business has been in 
three generations of my family; I 
want to make sure it is enhanced 
for the next generation” 

Woolf creates tube fabrications 
for the airline and automotive 
industries. Woolf said his biggest

An annual Romulus tradition

Originally, the Wellesley Park 
plan called for 53 detached con¬ 
dos on the parcel.

Right now, the plan includes a 
56-percent ratio of green space, 
which is relatively high for a new 
development Though details of 
the plan are still being finalized 
in terms of the style of the homes, 
Milia said the most likely sce¬ 


nario will be Cape Cod and colo¬ 
nial styles with brick facades. 
The condos will range in size 
from 1,500 square feet to 2,500, 
and will sell for about $250,000 to 
$300,000, Milia added. 

Milia said he would agree to 
the study session, which was 
scheduled for 6 p.m. on Jam 9. 
Council meetings scheduled for 
Dec. 27 and Jaa 2 were deemed 
unsuitable because too many 
people would be out of town, said 
Councilman William Crova 

If one more meeting will quell 
concerns about the project, Milia 
said he would be glad to come 
back. 

“I can understand that it’s a 
new council,” he said. “I can 
come back I think they’ll find it’s 
a very good project that works 
well in the area” 


Park - Project will break ground 
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revised plan was ready to go. All 
fire department and building 
code reviews required by the city 
are now complete. 

The Legacy Park project is 
located adjacent to a 9.73-acre 
wetlands area the developer 
donated to the school district for 
an educational nature preserve, 
which earned high marks from 
the city. 

“It’s not often we see a 
landowner donating land to the 
schools for these purposes,” said 
Councilman LeRoy Burcroff. 

“I wish we saw more it. 
Overall, Elro has been good to 
the city.” 

Romulus school board mem¬ 
bers voted to accept the donated 
land two months ago. They will 
use the property to teach stu¬ 
dents in all grades about the nat¬ 
ural world and how individual 
ecosystems maintain themselves, 
schools officials said. Residents 
will also be able to use the natur¬ 
al area for bike rides and walks, 
according to the plaa 


Legacy Park is the fourth sub¬ 
division developed in Romulus 
by Elro. The Commons, a collec¬ 
tion of 179 colonial and ranch 
homes is currently under con¬ 
struction; The Farms, which is 
made up of 53 single-family 
homes adjacent to where Legacy 
Park will sit, and Avalon 
Meadows, a 178-home subdivi¬ 
sion at Wayne and Ecorse roads. 

The homes - which are 
described as colonials, cape cods 
and ranches, will sit on 9,600 
square-foot lots with a width of 
80 feet They will likely be a com¬ 
bination of brick and aluminum 
siding, similar to the other pro¬ 
jects Elro has developed in 
Romulus. The homes will likely 
be priced in the $200,000 range. 

The city planning commission 
has worked with Elro for about a 
year to bring the project to 
fruitioa 

Construction should have 
begun in the fall, but changes in 
the site plan that eliminated one 
home from the subdivision, as 
well as other small changes to 
the plan, were made before final 
council approval Monday.

City transfers liquor license 

Romulus City Council members awarded 
Midfield Hospitality, the owner of the Clarion 
Inn, an existing class B liquor license with a 
dance and entertainment permit at the regular 
city council meeting 

Midfield Hospitality - a partnership of four 
Oakland County businessmen - recently pur¬ 
chased the Clarion Ina The businessmen intend 
to improve the facility interior, and applied for 
the license this summer. The police completed 
an extensive background check on the company 
and recommended the license transfer be 
approved. 


The approval clears the way for the hotel to 
sell liquor at two bars inside the establishment 
Dance floors will also be permitted. 



The Romulus City Council approved a mea¬ 
sure to award a benefits management company 
with the responsibility of creating and maintain¬ 
ing a Flexible Spending Account (FSA) program 


for city employees. 

These accounts are employer-sponsored pro¬ 
grams that allow an employee to set aside tax- 
free dollars to pay for medical care not covered 
by insurance, including expenses incurred for 
dental, vision, dependent care and elder care. 
All expenses must be Internal Revenue Service- 
approved to be exempt from income tax. 

The city insurance broker, McGraw 
Wentworth, solicited bids for a company to 
administer the plan. Allied Benefit Systems, 
Inc., of Chicago, will chaige the city $1,700 per 
year for the service. 

Planning company contract renewed 

It looks like the planning experts of 
Langworthy, Strader, LeBlanc and Associates 
will be sticking around. 

City council members voted to extend the 
planning consulting firm contract for another 
three years. The city originally signed on with 
the firm in 2002. The firm has offices in Royal 
Oak and in Grand Rapids.

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customers are the U.S. govern¬ 
ment, General Aviation and Piper 
Aircraft, among others. The new 
construction - which has already 
began - will add square footage, 
welding machines and new equip¬ 
ment - all of which have taxable 
value. About 10 new jobs will be 
created as a result of the changes, 
Woolf said. 

Some improvements to the 
grounds and facility are things that 
are mandated by county and city 
government, and are not necessar¬ 
ily changes that will help Woolf’s 
business, he said, and the full 12 
years would help defray some of 
these costs. 

“Right now, we’re building a 
sidewalk to nowhere, and it’s not 
something I needed or something I 
wanted to do,” he said. “But these 
are things that are being required 
We’re going through a very diffi¬ 
cult time (in manufacturing) right 
now, and I need some help to get 
through it” 


Woolf said he knows of other 
municipalities that have a more 
lenient policy of granting 12-year 
tax abatements, which is the maxi¬ 
mum amount of time allowed by 
state law. 

“Other municipalities sur¬ 
rounding us are giving out 12-year 
abatements,” he said “And I have 
a good friend that just received a 
12-year abatement from (the city of 
Holland) for improvements he 
wants to make. 

‘Tm hoping you can reconsider 
your thinking,” Woolf added. 

Several council members indi¬ 
cated that they would not support 
a 12-year abatement, though the 
sympathized with Woolf’s plight 

“I think there are benefits to 
being here in Romulus, as 
opposed to some place like 
Holland,” said Councilman LeRoy 
Burcroff. 

“I think I would be willing to go 
forward with a six-year abate¬ 
ment” 

Tax abatements have been a 
cause for debate among manufac¬ 
turers facing a difficult transition 


in the state economy, city officials 
who must look out for the public’s 
interest and residents whom feel 
they will have to pay for tax breaks 
given to big companies. 

Councilman William Wads¬ 
worth said abatements can be 
valuable tool to keep businesses 
from moving to lower-cost states, 
but that the city policies were for¬ 
merly abused 

“We used to give out 12-year 
abatements all of the time, and it 
was ridiculous,” he said. “Many 
years ago we looked at this and 
came up with a formula, and we 
think it works.” 

Council members use a points 
system that measures the amount 
of the abatement request, the 
amount of dollars generated by the 
expansion and the number of jobs 
provided or maintained. That 
information is then measured 
against set time intervals that 
determine the number of years the 
city will provide the tax break. In 
the past several years, Only 
General Motors has qualified for 
the full 12-year abatement

On the right track 

A proposed rapid transit system from Detroit to Ann Arbor may 
turn out to be an interesting exercise in inter-governmental coopera¬ 
tion. 

The idea is one that has floated around for a while and gained 
momentum recently. The Southeastern Michigan Council of 
Governments (SEMCOG) has looked at the feasibility of such a system, 
with the most recent meeting taking place in September Another is 
scheduled for this week. 

Currently, there are two main lines under consideration - one that 
runs along the Northfolk-Southem line that roughly parallels 
Michigan Avenue and another further south that runs through 
Romulus. Officials in the City of Wayne are lobbying for the former 
option and hoping to push for a station in the city that would help bol¬ 
ster th^ir efforts at downtown revitalizatioa It was also mentioned 
during the Urban Design Studio. 

Both lines have significant appeal The one near Michigan Avenue 
is a more urban setting, with more potential along the way for stops. 
The communities along that route will no doubt lobby hard to host 
one of those stops and most will be disappointed because, well, most 
stops means a less rapid transit The Romulus line is closer to other 
amenities like Metro Airport and could use the impending casino 
developments as a further draw. 

It certainly makes sense, though, for officials in Wayne to push for 
the concept We also like the concept of city officials asking for resolu¬ 
tions of support from their neighboring communities because some¬ 
thing like this would tend to have a domino effect and help out the 
region, as a whole. 

This is all very preliminary; nothing has been decided about the 
proposal, including if and when it would ever come to fruitioa But we 
like the Michigan Avenue route, though, in part because it’s already 
used for similar purposes. Having a train station in or near downtown 
Wayne would be pretty cool, too, with its existing parking garage, 
small but growing retail component and smattering of restaurants. 

We say keep up the push. Let them know where you are, what you 
bring to the concept and why you deserve to be a part of the process, 
gong forward.

Sometimes you can’t see something that’s staring 
you right in the face. 

Fbr a while now, I’ve thought that all the City of 
Wayne needed was someone to take a big chance, 
invest some money and start the domino effect 
rolling 

I looked at the city like the Detroit Tigers, won¬ 
dering why we couldn’t attract the top of the line 
free agents that want to go to other clubs and 
instead have to try to positively spin the ones that 
do come to town. 

I was so sure in this, in fact, that I overlooked the 
people that have taken that chance, sunk some 
money into the town and tried to put a bigger spark 
in the downtown. 

These people could operate relatively small 
scale businesses, like Kimberly Loveless and her 
Acorn Shop on Wayne Road. They could be larger 
scale investments like the one Bob Wojtowicz made 
in the vacant building that long ago housed 
Johnson’s Tavern. You might be able to make the 
case for Stuart Michalson and the Windmill group; 
real estate is real estate, after all. Eventually you’ll 
make your money back, and more. 

Businesses are a little trickier, though. 

When I talked with Wojtowicz a couple of weeks 
ago about the new concept for his club, I liked what 
I heard. His last venture wasn’t very well received 
from the get-go; the police and city officials com¬ 
plained about all the negative activity that took 
place there and he, in turn, complained about the 
negative attention he said he received from the city 
a prominent police presence nearby and all that 


Still, he took a big chance on 
Wayne. He said he could have 
opened his club anywhere and 
wanted to do it in the community where he was 
raised. That meant Wayne or Westland. With a new 
name, The Lab, and a new concept he’s promised 
more personal involvement and fewer problems. 

Hopefully, that’s not just the kind of sunshine 
speech I get sometimes from someone who knows 
all the right things to say I’d. really like to see him 
push for the kind of crowd he told me he’s after, 
thirtysomethings that are looking for a place to go 
without being hassled by younger, more aggressive 
bar patrons. I still think it’s important for him to be 
successful, because he draws in people that can 
take note of all the positive things going on around 
town. 

Loveless has issues with the city sign ordinance 
She found out when she put out a temporary sign - 
one that she paid a few hundred dollars for, cus¬ 
tomized with the name and logo of her shop so it’s 
as tasteful as the interior - that she could only keep 
it up for two weeks at a time if she paid a permit fee 
of $65. She wanted to keep it up all through the 
month of December, prime retail time, and was told 
she could if she signed a waiver saying she wouldn’t 
use one for her other two-week allotment some 
other time in the year. 

Loveless, a long-time member of the community 
that was very excited to finally be able to open up a 
shop here, didn’t want to complain or break the '

Woman to face murder charge 
in beating death at motel

An Inkster woman charged with the 
beating death of a Wayne woman at the 
Michigan Motel will face second-degree 
murder charges early next year 

Melanie Ware, 35, was bound over for 
trial at the 22nd District Court after the 
court listened to several witnesses recount 
37-year-old Carolyn Panther’s last hours. 

The events that led to Panther’s death 
unfolded in the evening hours of Oct 25 
After she and her son agreed to meet 
Ware and four other individuals in a hotel 
room, a fight ensued and Ware allegedly 
struck Panther on the head with a bottle. 

Panther’s son - who was with her at the 
time - intervened on his mother’s behalf, 
and drove her to the home of a friend, Don 
Law. She was eventually taken to 
Annapolis Hospital, where she died of her 
injuries. 

Law said no one realized how serious 
the woman’s injuries were until it was too 
late 

<c We knew she was hurt,” he said. “But 
we had no idea she would die” 

Police were notified of the woman’s 
injuries by hospital staffers. They pieced 


the incident together with earlier reports of 
a fight at the motel, police said. Ware was 
taken into custody shortly after the assault 

Police and friends said drugs may have 
been the motive behind the alleged beat¬ 
ing. Law said Panther was a good person 
struggling with emotional issues. 

“She didn’t deserve this,” he said. “This 
has been tough on the people who loved 
her - and Carolyn was very well loved.” 

Panther had taken steps to put her life 
back on track, he said. She attended class¬ 
es in Washington to become a certified 
nurses aide, and had nearly completed the 
program before she came home to 
Michigan. 

“She had half a degree, but she had 
trouble getting a job here,” he said. 

If convicted of second-degree murder, 
Ware could be incarcerated from 25 year to 
life up to life She will appear in court dur¬ 
ing the next several weeks for a formal 
arraignment at the Wayne County Circuit 
Court 

The Michigan Motel - located at 27717 
Michigan Ave. - has been the site of two 
beating deaths in the past two years. A 20- 
year-old man was beaten to death in early 
2004 after a fight in the parking lot of the 
motel, according to police reports.

2005 was year of 
celebrations, challenges

This year brought a lot of satisfaction 
and disappointment for Belleville officials. 

On the good side of the ledger, the city 
celebrated its centennial and several park 
projects got under way. Financial concerns 
continued to plague the city, however. 

Some of the major accomplishments 
city officials can check off their list include 
the completion of Doanne’s Landing Park, 
a new council transition and a new police 
chief according to Mayor Tom Fielder. 

“It’s always satisfying when you get 
good people in,” he said. “Everyone seems 
to be pleased and excited about the new 
councilmembers and the decision with the 
police chief” 

Other projects and plans to come out of 
the year include: the start of Horizon Park 
improvements through a $1 million Wayne 
County paries grant, the cost-sharing agree¬ 
ment with the Downtown Development 
Authority (DDA), the downtown market 
analysis, the 10-year funding plan for vehi¬ 
cle replacement, the start of the Amerman 
property redevelopment and the begin¬ 
nings of the updated city master plan. 

“A lot of times the projects in transition 
are the exciting ones because we want to 
see how it will turn out,” said Fielder. 

However, the year also brought about 
many disappointments, primarily the lack 
of finances. 

“On the financial side there is nothing 
positive,” said City Manager Steve Walters. 
“We’ve had a deficit since July and built 
about half of it into the budget Clearly 
Michigan’s economy is not encouraging 


with all the ups and downs.” 

“My frustration is that we have the 
ideas out there, but we’re not getting them 
done because we don’t know where the 
finances stand,” added Fielder. “Obviously 
we’re not doing a lot of new things because 
the finances are very tight I joke that the 
DDA are the ones that have all the fun 
because they have the money and get to do 1 
the new things.” 

The lack of funds also ties into the hire 
of a new city treasurer and the decision on 
the Central Dispatch Network (CDN). Both 
have yet to be resolved. The delay in hiring 
a new treasurer is finding a good person 
for the position, according to Fielder 

“We want to hire someone we know is 
able to do the job,” he said. 

City officials are hopeful, however, 
about what the new year will bring, includ¬ 
ing several DDA projects like the repaving 
of Main Street, a CDN decision, a new 
emergency response vehicle for the fire 
department, new department of public 
safety vehicles and plans for a new and 
improved library. Construction on Horizon 
Park and the Amerman property will also 
start next year. 

But the biggest challenge to come out of 
2006, Fielder said, will be the budget 

“I hope we get a better handle on where 
we are financially so we can get a long- 
range plan. The community told us that 
they don’t want to pay more so now we 
have to do a good job of budgeting so we 
can keep the doors opea It’s going to be a 
big challenge for the council,” he said. 

“The community is changing dramati¬ 
cally and there’s an excitement there,” 
Fielder added.

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CITY OF ROMULUS 

CHAPTER 15 

ARTICLE III. 

An Ordinance to amend the Romulus Code of Ordinances Chapter 15, Article III, 
Sections 15236 through Section 15-266, “Licensing of Apartment Houses, Rooming 
Houses, Hotels, Motels, and Bed & Breakfasts, and Provides Penalty for Violation 
thereof. 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS, WAYNE COUNTY, MICHIGAN ORDAINS: 

SECTION 1: This Ordinance shall be known and cited as the amended “Housing” 
Ordinance. 

Sec. 15-236. Definitions. 

The following words, terms, and phrases, when used in Articles II and III, shall have 
the meanings ascribed to them in this section, except where the context clearly indi¬ 
cates a different meaning: 

Apartment House means any dwelling, or portion thereof, which is hired out to be 
occupied or which is occupied as a home or residence for three or more families liv¬ 
ing independently of each other in dwelling units. 

Bed & Breakfast means a single family residential structure that has ten (10) or fewer 
sleeping rooms, including sleeping rooms occupied by the innkeeper, serves meals at 
no extra cost to its transient tenants. 

Extended Lodging Facility means a residential facility intended to house a person for 
longer than one (1) month, having apartment style units, each with its own kitchen 
and lavatory, suite or otherwise. 

Family means one (1) family unit, members of which are related by consanguinity or 
by marriage and shall also include those other persons six and less in number living 
together as a unit except for small group homes as defined under MCL 400.703, et 
seq., which are exempted from this ordinance. 

Hotel means a dwelling structure providing rooms in which no provision for cooking 
is made, and/or conference facilities are provided, and is subject to the Innkeepers’ 
Guest laws of the State of Michigan. 

Lodginghouse and/or boardinghouse means a building or part thereof, other than a 
Hotel or Motel, where lodgings are provided for hire more or less transiently with or 
without provision of meals. 

Motel means a dwelling structure providing rooms for rent to the public and subject to 
the Innkeepers’ Guest laws of the State of Michigan in which no provision for cook¬ 
ing is made in each dwelling unit. 

Roominghouse means any dwelling, or that part thereof containing one (1) or more 
rooming units, in which space is let by the owner or operator to three (3) or more per¬ 
sons who are not husband and wife, son or daughter, mother or father, or sister or 
brother, or otherwise related by blood or marriage, for more than one month in dura¬ 
tion. 

Sec. 15-237. Authority to make regulations. 

The department of building and safety, the city fire department and police department 
are hereby authorized to make such rules and regulations as may be necessary to carry 
out the provisions of this article, copies of which shall be available for distribution to 
all interested persons. 

Sec. 15-238. Health Requirements. 

Premises licensed pursuant to this article shall at all times be occupied, kept and 
maintained in accordance with the applicable provisions of the building and housing 
ordinances and regulations of the city and the housing law of the state. Where under 
the terms of any rental agreement it is the duty of any licensee to furnish linens, the 
licensee shall provide all beds with regulation sheets and pillowcases, the same to be 
laundered at least once each week; provided that each new guest or patron shall be 
furnished with clean sheets and pillowcases. Where towels are provided, the same 
shall be individual towels, furnished clean to each guest or patron, and laundered at 
least once a week, and common towels shall not be permitted. Any licensee having 
notice or knowledge that the licensed premises contain any vermin shall, within forty- 
eight (48) hours, report the same to the county board of health, and shall cause the 
same to be exterminated by such means as shall be approved by the county board of 
health, within five (5) days from the date upon which licensee first had notice or 
knowledge of the existence of the same. Where food is served to guests in any 
premises, the licensee shall be subject to and shall frilly comply with all provisions of 
Chapter 13. 

Sec. 15-239. Registration. 

Every holder of a license for a Lodgingouse, hotel, Motel, Bed & Breakfast, 
Roominghouse or Extended Lodging Facility shall provide and maintain a bound 
book in which shall be entered in ink, the name and home address of any person other 
than members of the same family as listed in the application for the license, occupy¬ 
ing the premises or any part thereof. The register shall also show the make and license 
number of any motor vehicle owned or used by each registrant and list either the dri¬ 
ver’s license number or state identification number of each registrant. The register 
shall be maintained in the premises in plain view and in a convenient place near the 
main entrance and shall be submitted upon demand to any official or police officer of 
the city or to any public officer of the state. The register shall constitute a public 
record. This section does not apply to Apartment Houses or Roominghouses. 

Sec. 15-240. Rental. 

(a) No room or unit of premises which is a Lodginghouse, Hotel, Motel, Extended 
Lodging Facility, or Bed & Breakfast, as defined in the provisions of this article, shall 
be rented or let for a period of less than twenty-four (24) hours, nor shall any such 


room or unit be rented or let to more than one (1) tenant for each twenty-four hour 
period. The right to occupy any such room or unit shall not be assigned, transferred, 
or sublet. No licensee shall approve, suffer, or permit the assignment, transfer or sub¬ 
letting of any such room or unit. 

(b) No such room or unit shall be used for any unlawful act. No person shall occupy 
or use as a guest or a tenant or be permitted to occupy or use as a guest or tenant any 
Lodginghouse, Hotel, Motel, Bed & Breakfast, or other similar accommodations for a 
period of more than one (1) month in any calendar year. 

Sec. 15-241. Payment of rent; damages. 

Occupants of premises licensed pursuant to this article shall not do or perform any act 
therein which will in any way damage the premises, nor shall they permit the occu¬ 
pancy of any room or portion of the premises let to them, by persons other than those 
registered with the licensee, without the express knowledge and consent of the 
licensee. No person shall vacate any room or any premises or part thereof without 
having fully paid all items of rentals due for his occupancy thereof. 

Sec. 15-242 - 15-255. Reserved. 

Sec. 15-256. License. 

No person shall use, operate, or occupy or cause to be used, operated, or occupied, 
any building, structure, or premises within the city as a Hotel, Motel, Bed & 
Breakfast, Extended Living Facility, Roominghouse, Lodginghouse, or as Apartment 
House or any combination thereof, unless there is in his possession and posted on 
such building, structure, or premises in a conspicuous place an unrevoked license of 
current issue as provided in this statute. 

Sec. 15-257. Application. 

Application for a license required by this ordinance shall be made in writing to the 
city clerk, upon a form provided for that purpose, and shall be filed with the city 
clerk. The application shall include the applicant’s name and address, the interests in 
the building and the location thereof, the name and address of the owner of record of 
the building and premises; if the applicant is a partnership, the names and addresses 
of the partners; if the applicant is a corporation, the names and addresses of the offi¬ 
cers thereof; a list of the rooms, suites or beds therein, indicating the size of the 
rooms, number of beds in each room, sanitary facilities and the maximum number of 
persons to whom it is desired to rent the premises when rented at full occupancy; and 
a description of the accommodations available for such family occupancy, and such 
other information as may be required by the regulations authorized in Section 15-237. 

Sec. 15-258. Fees. 

Each application for a license under this subdivision shall be accompanied by the fee 
specified from time to time by City Council, by resolution properly adopted. 

Sec. 15-259. Investigation. 

Upon receipt of an application for a license required by this ordinance in proper form, 
the city clerk shall refer the same to the department of building and safety, ordinance, 
and the fire department, each of whom shall make an inspection and investigation, 
together with a written report and recommendation. The object of such investigation 
and inspection is to determine whether or not the building and premises are in compli¬ 
ance with all ordinances of the city and statutes of the State of Michigan that would 
apply to such building and premises and the clerk shall verify that the applicant has 
no previous convictions for violation of the ordinances of the City or statute of the 
State of Michigan that apply to the business to be operated on the premises. 

Sec. 15-260. Issuance. 

Upon filing with the city clerk a proper application for a license required by this ordi¬ 
nance, together with the required fee, and upon the filing with the city clerk of written 
reports from the department of building and safety, the fire department and the ordi¬ 
nance department recommending the issuance of such license, the city clerk shall 
issue to the applicant in the name of the city a license subject to the provisions of this 
article. 

The issuance of a license shall not be construed as a waiver of any requirements of 
the Romulus Zoning Ordinance or any other applicable state, local, or federal law. 

Sec. 15-261. Form. 

Each license under this division shall contain the name and address of the licensee, 
and a brief description of the premises for which the license was issued, including the 
type of accommodation, maximum number of rooms or units that may be rented, 
maximum number of persons permitted to occupy such premises at any one time and 
such other information as may be required by this article. 

Sec. 15-262. Posting. 

Each license issued pursuant to this ordinance shall be posted in a conspicuous place 
on the premises for which it was issued. 

Sec. 15-263. Duration. 

All licenses issued herein under this ordinance shall expire on the last day of the year, 
unless sooner revoked or suspended. All licenses issued pursuant to this ordinance 
shall be renewed annually. 

Sec. 15-264. Transfer. 

No license issued under this ordinance shall be transferred or assigned. 

Sec. 15.265. Causes of denial and revocation; notice. 

(a) Any license requested under this ordinance may be refused by the city clerk. Any

license issued under the provisions of this division may be revoked or suspended by 
the mayor or city clerk at any time upon notice to the licensee which will be effective 
ten (10) days after notice if there is no appeal under Section 15266, for an y of the 
following causes: 

(1) Fraud or misrepresentation in the application for license; 

(2) Fraud or misrepresentation in the operation of the licensee’s business; 

(3) Any violation of this article; 

(4) Any violation of the ordinances of the City; 

(5) Any violation of the laws of the state or of the United States 

(6) Conducting a business in an unlawful manner or in such a manner as to constitute 
a breach of the peace or a menace to the health, morals, safety, or welfare of the pub¬ 
lic, or creates a nuisance; 

(7) Any failure or inability on the part of the applicant to meet and satisfy the 
requirements and provisions of this article. 

(b) Written notice of refusal, revocation, or suspension, stating the cause therefor, 
shall be delivered to the applicant or licensee personally, or mailed to the address 
stated in his application. 

Sec. 15-266. Appeal. 

Any person whose license issued pursuant to this ordinance is revoked or suspended 
and any person whose request for a license is refused shall have the right to a hearing 
before the city council, provided a written request therefor is filed with the city clerk 
within ten (10) days following the delivery or mailing of notice of revocation or sus¬ 
pension or within ten (10) days following such refusal. The city council shall have 
the right to affirm and sustain any refusal to issue a license, or any revocation or sus¬ 
pension of a license, and the city council may grant or reinstate any license. 

SECTION 2: Saving Clause. Nothing in this Ordinance or in the Code hereby adopt¬ 
ed shall be construed to affect any suit or proceeding pending in any court or admin¬ 
istrative body, or any rights acquired, or liability incurred, or any cause or causes of 
action acquired or existing under any Act or Ordinance hereby repealed by this 
Ordinance; nor shall any just or legal right or remedy of any character be lost, 
impaired or affected by this Ordinance. 

SECTION 3: Severability . Should any section, subsection, clause, or other compo¬ 
nent of this Article be found by a court of competent jurisdiction to be invalid, 
unconstitutional, or otherwise impermissible, it shall be deemed separate and distinct 
from the remainder of the Article and such holding shall not affect the validity of the 
remainder of the Article. 

SECTION 4: Effective Date. This Ordinance shall become effective immediately 
upon publication in the official newspaper.

However, Paschal liked what he saw in scrimmages 
against Lansing Eastern and Oak Park earlier this fall. 

‘It was actually scary,” he said. “I thought that they were 
further advanced than I thought they would be at this point 
They were poised—that’s the perfect word to describe 
them.

Defense was the key, according to Paschal. 

‘We kept changing our defense,” Paschal said “After so 
many passes we would change and I think that kept them 
out of sync. They run a pretty good flex offense and we just 
tried to keep them out of that” 

Inkster jumped to an 8-0 start early in the first, but 
Belleville found a groove and made it an 11-7 game to finish 
out the period. 

Two of Belleville’s guards got their offense going in the 
second, according to Belleville Coach Mike Krogel. Senior 
Carlos Clark and junior Darius Hardrick helped the Tigers 
outscore Inkster, 14-13, in the second frame to make it a 24- 


21 game, still in Inkster’s favor

wanted to keep them loose.” 

It must have worked. Belleville finished the third with a 
36-33 lead, but the fourth frame belonged to the Vikings. 

Inkster outscored Belleville 20-13 in the final session for 
the upset Sophomore Antonio Green led all scorers with 20 
points. Snelling added eight which included two triples in 
the final minutes of the fourth to put the game away, accord¬ 
ing to PaschaL

There was plenty of action on 
and off the ice for the Plymouth 
Whaler’s organization last week 

Their off-ice activity included 
big trades and huge acquisitions 
all in effort to sort out their over¬ 
age player situation. Ontario 
Hockey League teams can play 
just three overage team mem¬ 
bers—players with 1985 birth¬ 
days. 

Mike Vellucci, Plymouth 
Whalers’ president, general man¬ 
ager and head coach made two 
deals to fix the situation and help 
the Whalers reach the next level. 

In the first transaction, he 
traded two fourth-round draft 
choices—one in 2006 and one in 
2007—for Belleville Bulls’ 
defenseman Steve Spade. 

In the second deal, Vellucci 
traded the newly acquired Spade 
and long-time Plymouth goal- 
tender Ryan Nie for 19-year-old 
goaltender Justin Peters from the 
Toronto St Michael’s Majors. 

“Ryan Nie’s been a quality 
goaltender for us and his statis¬ 
tics speak for themselves,” 
Vellucci said. “But with this move, 
we free up an overage spot and 
get a qualify goaltender in Peters, 
who could come back to play next 
season for us. Being a Carolina 
Hurricanes draft pick, we’re very 
familiar with him. His playoff sta¬ 
tistics are outstanding.” 

Peters, a second round pick 


(38th overall) of the National 
Hockey League’s Carolina 
Hurricanes in 2004, was selected 
in the third round (59th overall) 
by Toronto in the 2002 OHL Draft 
and has been Toronto’s number 
one goaltender for the last two- 
and-a-half seasons. He holds a 
2.92 career goals against average 
in 154 games played for Toronto. 

Peters has a sterling playoff 
record, too. 

In 35 playoff games, he has a 
2.25 goals against average, .929 
save percentage and a 15-12 won- 
loss record for Toronto, who went 
to the Eastern Conference Finals

Wilson was then heavily 
recruited by Canisius.

To say that his first two years 
playing ball as a Griff was good

CITY OF ROMULUS 
CHAPTER 20 
ARTICLE XIII 

An Ordinance to amend the Romulus Code of Ordinances Chapter 20, Entitled 
“Offenses”, to add Article XIII, Sections 20-294 through 20-297, “Use of Replica or 
Facsimile Firearms” 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS, WAYNE COUNTY, MICHIGAN ORDAINS: 

SECTION 1: This Ordinance shall be known and cited as the amended “Offenses” 
Ordinance. 

Sec. 20-294. Purpose of this Article. 

The purpose of this Article is to protect the public health, safety, and well-being 
against the dangers posed by improper use of replica, facsimile, or imitation firearms. 

Sec. 20-295. Replica, Facsimile, or Imitation firearm defined: 

As used in this section, “replica,” facsimile,” or “imitation” firearm shall be 
synonymous and shall be defined as any object, whether metallic, plastic, or of other 
material, fashioned to resemble and which might reasonably be perceived to be a real 
or operational firearm and shall include, but shall not be limited to: bb guns, paint¬ 
ball guns, pellet guns, cap guns, squirt guns, air guns, starter pistols, prop guns, and 
toy guns. 

Sec. 20-296. Unlawful use, exceptions. 

(a) It shall be unlawful for any person to: 

(1) brandish, aim, point, or exhibit to any other person a replica, imitation, or facsimi¬ 
le firearm in such a manner as to frighten, threaten, harass, panic, or annoy any other 
person, or 

(2) to brandish, aim, point, or exhibit to any other person a replica or facsimile 
firearm with disregard for whether such action would reasonably frighten, threaten, 
harass, panic, or annoy any other person, or 

(3) to carry or possess, whether concealed or displayed, a replica, imitation, or fac¬ 
simile firearm in a motor vehicle, in an area readily accessible to the driver or any 
occupant of the vehicle, with the intent to frighten, threaten, harass, panic, or annoy 
any other person. Carrying or concealing any such firearm under a seat, in the glove 
box, or in any other compartment or area of a motor vehicle readily accessible to the 
driver or any occupant shall be deemed a prima facie rebuttable inference of such 
intent. 

(4) The provisions of subsection (a) above shall not apply to: 

i. a replica, imitation, or facsimile firearm which, because of its exaggerated 
size or distinctive color could not reasonably be perceived to be a real or operational 
firearm, or 

ii. the use of a replica, imitation, or facsimile firearm in the course of a dramat¬ 
ic, theatrical, stage, or motion picture production. 


(b) It shall be unlawful for any person to brandish, aim, point, or exhibit an imitation 
firearm in the presence of a police officer, firefighter, medical emergency technician, 
or paramedic who is engaged in the performance of his or her duties and the person 
knows or reasonably should know that such police officer, firefighter, medical emer¬ 
gency technician, or paramedic is engaged in the performance of his or her duties. 

(1) The provisions of subsection (b) above shall apply to any replica, imitation, 
or facsimile firearm, regardless of whether, because of its exaggerated size or 
distinctive color, it could not reasonably be perceived to be a real or operational 
firearm. 

See. 20-297. Penalties. 

Any person found guilty of violating any of the terms of this Article shall: 

(a) forfeit possession and/or ownership of the replica, imitation, or facsimile firearm 
improperly used and 

(b) shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine not to exceed five hundred 
dollars ($500) not to exceed ninety (90) days in jail, or a combination of both. 

SECTION 2: Saving Clause. Nothing in this Ordinance or in the Code hereby adopted 
shall be construed to affect any suit or proceeding pending in any court or administra¬ 
tive body, or any rights acquired, or liability incurred, or any cause or causes of action 
acquired or existing, under any Act or Ordinance hereby repealed by this Ordinance; 
nor shall any just or legal right or remedy of any character be lost, impaired or affect¬ 
ed by this Ordinance. 

SECTION 3: Severability. Should any section, subsection, clause, or other component 
of this Article be found by a court of competent jurisdiction to be invalid, unconstitu¬ 
tional, or otherwise impermissible, it shall be deemed separate and distinct from the 
remainder of the Article and such holding shall not affect the validity of the remainder 
of the Article. 

SECTION 4: Effective Date. This Ordinance shall become effective immediately 
upon publication in the official newspaper.

Said ordinance shall 
thereupon and thereby be suspended from operation and the Council shall immediate¬ 
ly reconsider such ordinance.

And who better 
to bring his fairy-tale world to realization than the empire of children movies, Walt Disney Pictures. 

The problem is just that The film feels as though only young children should appreciate it—unlike the books For everyone else 
there’s more fizzle than fantasy, making Narnia a cheap carbon copy of the Lord of the Ring trilogy. The acting is flat the characters 
are one-dimensional and, unlike the Middle Earth world created by J.R.R. Tolkien’s words and Lord of the Ring director Peter M 
Jackson’s vision, Narnia seems small and the special effects fall short of expectations J&-HI 

The movie begins with the German bombing of London where a war-widowed mother and her four children—Peter, Susan, MM 

Edmund and Lucy—seek shelter from the bombs exploding around them The next day the children are evacuated from the jfl 

city and sent to large country estate owned by the eccentric Professor Kirke (Jim Broadbent), and where rules are mandated jt gfl 
by a stem housekeeper, Mrs MacReady (Elizabeth Hawthorne). ^ 

Boredom settles in and the children are forced to entertain themselves, leading to a game of hide-and-seek Lucy, the 
youngest of the quartet played by an adorable Georgie Henley, finds a hiding spot in a giant wardrobe in an otherwise 
empty room. As she sinks back among the rows of fur coats, she finds something more than the back of the closet She dis- 3 
covers a whole other world—Narnia 

None of her siblings believes her story of the winter wonderland that she finds or of Mr. Tamnus the Fhun (James 
McAvoy), the first creature she meets in the other world.
